Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  18  cases  of  measles  in  the  age  group  1-14  years. 

Once  again  no  problems  were  encountered  with  the  water  supply,  ice  cream 
or  visiting  ships. 

We  did  however  detect  one  case  of  Brucella  Abortus  in  a  routine  milk 
sample  that  was  tested.  The  herd  was  isolated  until  treatment  had  been  carried 
out  and  the  milk  found  to  be  free  from  infection. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  District  Nurses 
for  their  very  valuable  share  in  maintaining  the  health  of  our  community.
